THE CUtKE.SE MUiU»EK 
Adjourned from Friday last was rosuined 
at 1:16 p. m. There waii again a large 
attendance of spcctatui.s, among wlimn 
were several prominent citizens. 

D. K. Harris produced and certified to 
a ground plan of the house on Fisgard 
street, where the murder is supposed to 
have been committed on the 5th inst. , 
showing tho passago way and the rooms 
numbered 1, 2 and 3, together with the 
back premises. Witness also describoil 
the premises, and stated that the passaixe 
was wider at tho front dour and at the 
kitchen than elsewhere; a person standing 
at the kitchen door could not se(> the en- 
trance on Fisgard street. 

Alfred Bland, sworn --lloiuombered tiie 
evening of tho 5th; was on Fi.sgard street; 
saw a Chinaman lying on the sidewalk 
and a atout Oliinanian standing cjii the 
outer edge; asked what was the matter 
with tho Chinaman lying down but gut 
no reply; occasionally a Ohinawouiaii 
came to the door, locked and then went 
back. Further evidcnoe was chiully eoi- 
roborativo of what 1ms already bcoii 
given. 

Oross-eraniination by Mr. Millshrought 
out nothing of importance. 

In reply to Supt. O'Connor witness 
said he recognized the prisoner Wing 
Foong as tho Chinamen who held (lie 
light on the sidowalk; could not identify 
the woman. 

To tho Court — Hoard no noise iiefore 
seeing the dead man on the sidewalk. 

You Clioy, a Chinawoman, was then 
sworn and asked to give her evidence in 
Englinh. Witness however "no sabltoe 
English," iuid the e.xaniination'proceeded 
through an interpreter. She was a dress- 
maker by trade and occupied tho house 
noit to that of Chat Moi and Ah llo ; 
there is a small passage w;iy between; an 
old Chinaman and a girl were in her 
house on Sunday iii.ght, the 5th inst. ; wit- 
ness was sick in bed; an old Chinaman 
was also there smoking opium; he stayed 
there till 10 o'clock and then went away; 
her front door was shut all tho evening; 
there was no noi.siMH- disturbance in her 
house; did not hear any noise in the pas- 
sage way between her Innise and Chat 
Moi's; there wa.s no knock .at her fronl 
door during the evening; witness did not 
know where tlie jirisoner Wang Fooiig 
resided. 

Ah Moi, aiiuihur Cliinawomaii, was 
then sworn — Had heard that there was a 
inurdor on Sunday nigli', tlio 5th inst., 
but alio knew nothing aboul it; there was 
no noiflo in her house nor ditl she hear 
anyrdid'^iot know" tho prisoner' Wang 
Foong; woB not acquainted with' the two 
women Ghat Moi and Ah Ho. 



This closed tlio case for the proseeu- 
tion. 

The defence did not propose to call any 
witnesses for the defence in the Police 
Court. Mr. Mills contended tiiat there 
Was no evidence whatever that the mur- 
der was not committed on tho street by 
some person or persons unkiiown. The 
prisonei-3 were engaged playing dominoes 
arid had nothing wliatover to do with the 
matter. Not one fact had been elicited 
to show that the prisoners had anything 
whatever to do with tho stabbing. The 
men were taken by -surprise when the 
murdered man full into the house, and 
they did all they could under the circuni- 
staucca. Tlio several theories of the pro- 
seoutioii wero then coramonted on and he 
coiitende'd that all had fallen to the 
ground. There was a supposition tluit 
Knm Soon was the i>cison thai tho muf. 
defers intended to kill, a.s he had been 
active in endeavoring to solve the my.s. 
tery of thu former iiuirder, and not the 
unfortunate Un Kow, who was compara- 
tively ft stranger. 

His Honor did not think there was any 
evidence against accessories so far but all 
tho prisoners wore charged with the crime 
and he could not at tho present time make 
any distinction among thom. The ovidoiieu 
showed that all thoso persons were in the 
house and this was in his opinion suliiciont 
to send the caso to a highei.' cotirt, 

Mr. Mills would now put his witnesses 
into tho bo.K with a view to showing that 
tlioro was no easo against tho prisoner 
Wang Foong to send to a higher court. 
He tiiioted precedents for the course he 
was about to pursue, and claimed tluit 
all his clients were innocent of the charge 
laid against thom. 

Wing Chong was then sworn for tho do- 
fence — Was a merchant on Store street; 
hi'd been a nierehant in this province for 
18 years and for l[i years in Victoria; was 
in the house on Fisgard street on tho oth 
iust. occupied by Cliat Moi aiul Ah Ho; 
wont tliore about 7 o'clock; when ho g,,t 
theio there were present Knm SooIl,^VilU!J 
Foong, f!ai hock. Ah Kai, Wait Sing aiiil 
anotiier that witness did nut know called 
(itit) Long and the women Chat i\Ioi and 
Ah Ho; tlioy wore all in No. :t room e.\- 
cept Ah Ho; four men were playing doui- 
inoos in that room, namely witness, Kum 
Soon, Wang Foong and Oai Lock; tlu; 
other men wero looking on; the f(]ur men 
sat round the table and and the others 
stood op; they had a hunii and a candle; 
the chiinnoy got broken und then they 
used tu 1) eanilles; played till ;d)onl niiu. 
o'cluel. ; then witness heard a big noise 
at the door and heard somebody fall in; 
Wang Foong was sitliiio ^it the table ami 
all the others wore in the room; lioard 
Ah Ho hallo and then all wont out to see 
what was the matter e.v;eept himself and 
Kuin Soon; witness heard tho men say 
that somebody had fallen down in a lit; 
heard one man say hold him up and an- 
other called out for a light; witness then 
took a candle from the table and a man 
took it to the door; followed tho man in- 
to the pass.age; saw tho wounded man 
with a small cap on lying partly in the 
passage; he was: still breathing very hard; 
saw blood dropping on tho floor from tho 
man's side; went Wok and called Knm 
Soon to go away and tlion loft himself 
and then went to his store; was [il.ayiiig 
at doniiiioes for pastime; the prisoner did 
not leave tho room before tho woman cal- 
led. 

Cross-o.xamined by Supt. O'ConnoJ.— 
No ono left the room from 7 o'clock till 
0; did not see Chat Moi go out of the 
room; went down to his store alone aftor 
leaving Chat Moi's: did not know who 
lifted the dead body out; had known 
Wang Foong for several years; ho [has a 
store on Cornujrant street; had met him ;i 
very few times at Chat Moi's house. 

To the Court — Did not see tho murder- 
ed man's face had known Un Kow throe 
or four months; did not know how the 
lamp chimney got broken; tho exclama- 
tion of Ah Ho was equivalent to saying, 
".save my life." 

Mr. Mills hero ivislied to have the 
statements of several prominent men as to 
the character of his clients with a view to 
the acceptance of bail. Wing Chong par- 
ticularly had done good sei vieo to the 
Country for many years. 

iMr. Fell liad known Wing Chong and 
Kum Soon for many years and they wore 
both highly respectable tind truatworthy 
men. 

Mr. H. Saunders had been doing busi- 
ness with tho prisoner Wong Foong for 
for many yoar.s with the greatest possible 
satisfaction. 

Capt. Warren and Mr. E. B. IMarvin 
corroborated tho atatoinents of the other 
gentlemen. 

His Honor would not give any decision 
in the cases of the accessories till further 
evidenco for the defence had boon 
heard. 

Kuni Soon was next put in the box 
and sworn. 

His evidenco was fully corroborative of 
that of Wing Chong. 

i\Ir. ThoH. Earle here atateil that he 
had kncjwn Wing Chong since '04 and 
Kum Soon for several years and had al- 
ways fully believed thom to bo boneat, 
straightforward, good business men. He 
could lUJt imagine for a moment that they 
Would have .any complicity in the crime 
uith which tlioy wore chufgod. 

The evidenco of (<ar Lock was to the 
same ell'ect as that already given. 

Ah Kai'a testimony was also substan- 
tially similar to WingChong's. 

Towards theoloise of this witness' ex - 
i!xaiiiiniition ho seeinod to lose his tem- 
tenqier Houiov.diat to Hio amusement of his 
uumeruiis eouiitrynicn prcicnt; and the 
interpreter, Hip Simlli thun informed the 
court that the witness knew l!)iigli'-h very 
Well and might answer questions himself. 
Finally tho interpreter consented to liu- 
ish the ovidoneo. 

Rum Soon and Wing Clioiig were boih 
reeallod by the eourt and the eni|uiry 
made as to whether tliey heard any noise 
l)revioua to the wmiiaii .-Vh Ho calling out 
to which thoy answered in tho negativo. 

Mr. Mills remarked that it sccnicd im- 
possible that tho prisoner Wong Foong 
could have committed tho crimo with 
whieh ho was charged. No knife or in- 
st rnnieiit of any sort had been discovered 
and tho time which elapsed before tho 
other nion went out was too short for its 
committal. He would therefore ask the 
court to discharge this prisoner with the 
others. 

His HoiKir considered that the evideiieo 
of tho white witness' conllicted with 
that of the Chinamen. Ho would not lie 
justified in detaining any of the men ex- 
cept Wing Foong. Tlioy would bo bound 
over to appear again when called upon. 
Wing Foong and the women would not be 
cnnnnittod at present; but the case would 
be adjourned till Thursday. 

Kum 'Sijoii, Wing Chong, Gar Lock and 
Ah Kai Were thou ^liound over to appear 
on Tliuraday at 1 p.m. in their own rccog. 
iiisancc of S500 each.

Tho Bulldiajs Bylaw. 

I'liorc is a bylaw on tho city ordinance 
book which requires that tho walls of 
brick buildings that may bo erected with- 
in certain preacribod limits shall bo of tho 
following dimensions: The foundation 
wall of 2-story brick buildings shall be 
not le.ss tlian 22 inches thick; the brick 
walls of the ground floor, 17 inches tliick, 
and the walls of the liist floor (or second 
Btory) 12 inches thick. Abovethat floor, 
although the danger increases as tho 
building rises in lieight, there is absolute- 
ly 110 restriction; hoiice a wall that is 
twelve inches in tliickneas at tho secoin2 
story niay bo rcqnired to c;irry an 8-inch 
brick wall reaching an indotiuite number 
of stories in heiglit. Again, without tho 
limits, which are bounded by the water- 
front, .lohnson. Broad and Fort streets, 
there is no restriction, although tho 
houses are as thickly crowded as they are 
within the limits. For instance, a build- 
ing cannot be erected on the south side of 
Johiiaoii street without tho bylaw being 
infringed; but a builder may cross to tho 
north side and put up any sort of rattle- 
trap. The bylaw is opproasivo. It comes 
within the leach of Mr. Justice Gray's de- 
cision, wherein it is stated that a bylaw 
must boar equally on all to be constitu- 
tional. In two instai.ces where substan- 
tial iiupi'oyoinonts are contemplated with- 
in the limits the owners hesitate to pro- 
ceed because of tho heavy additional cost 
they will bo put to if they are compelled 
to obey the re<[iuromonts of Mie bylow. 
Moreover, it is stated that iioiio of the 
brick buildings that have been erected 
vvithiii the prescribed liinitasinco tho pas- 
sage of the bylaw conform to it. Tho 
aim of the City Council should be to 
cn«ourago "ot checkitnproveinent.

THE OEMEITT AND THE aOVERlT-

It will bo remembered that several 
months ago wo called tho attention of tlio 
government and tho country to tho fact 
that tho cement in Esquimalt was not 
only through its great ago quite unfit for 
use, but that it was altogether insufticiciit 
in tiuaiitity for tho completion of tho 
dock. Following his ordinary course of 
flatly denying whatever ho cannot dis- 
prove, tho premier, through his ovgan,lia8 
again endeavored to misload tho public by 
declaring that our statements were pre- 
posterous and that there was no truth 
whatever in wliat we had assorted. We 
have since learned that at the very time 
that with his pen in tho columns of 
tho Stiiiidanl, and with his tongue on 
street corners, ho was impudently declar- 
ing that there was cement enough, and to 
B^re,he gave instructions to tho dock en- 
gmeor to mako a calculation of tho quan- 
tity of cement tho dock would take be- 
yond tho precious purchase made by him- 
self when in London — a purchase which 
has been unprofitable to everybody ex- 
cept the Chief Commissionor, for it is no 
secret that ho mado considerable capital 
out of it. Tho engineer in due course 
sent in his report to Mr. Walkom, who 
for some time kept its contents strictly to 
himself, whilst ho vainly taxed his in- 
genuity to find a way to wriggle out of it. 
At last, secrecy being no longer possible, 
ho mado a clean breast of it to his col- 
leagues. Wo have read of hardened cul- 
prits who havo beeame eonscience-stdken 
and voluntarily surrendered themselves to 
justice; but the premier is not that kind 
of a man. Conscience has never troubled 
him. His confession came not from 
pangs of regret or thu promptings of tiio 
inward inoiiilor, but simply because ho 
could not help it. Every year the policy 
of tho Government has to be expressed in 
"the Speech from tho Throiio," so an ox- 
ecutivo meeting was called to consiiler 
what comforting things ahouhl be said to 
gull tho unsuspecting ineinbeis and keep 
tho ministry in thoir places. Tho doings 
at executive ineotings are supposed to bo 
veiled in secrecy; but like tlio premier's 
"private and eonfidentiala," and like 
murder which "will out," through the en- 
terprise of the repreaentativea of tho 
[ircas, thoy are made public. Hero is a 
ftrlHitiiii report : 

'*! would like the Island railway to be 
the dainty dish to set before the House. 
Let that be the roast beef and turkey," 
pleasantly said the provincial secretary, 
aa he sharpened the iioints of a goose- 
({uill and opened the executive minute 
book. 

"First catch your turkey," retorted the 
chief commissionor, trying to joke yet 
looking very uncomfortable. "Wo liave 
had that on the cards for years and people 
are getting sick at finding an empty dish 
when the cover is lifted, lam sickof it my- 
self. 

"Damn tho Island ruihvay," added the 
chief commissioner looking as savage aa a 
mcataxe. 

Tho provincial secretary appoarod 
shocked and mildly reproving the chief 
commissionersaid, addressing that otiicer, 
"Such language is unparliainontary and 
scarcely executive. If you cannot re- 
strain your opini<m8 ple.aae cough a 
dam." 

Hero the finance minister chimed in 
with, "Tho cofl'ordani reminds mo of the 
drydock." Quito unconscious of hia pun 
he modestly continued, "Lotus start with 
the dock. I got that into good shape 
when I was chief commissioner. I know 
as much about that as I do of agriculture 
for I had the sole nian.agcmeut of it for 
years." 

"Dock goes, then," said the provincial 
secretary. "Lot the railway stand over 
till wo hear definitely from DcCosmos. 
Docs the dock suit you, Walkoin?" queried 
he turning to tho chief eommissioner. 
That distinguished functionary feeling 
his turn had como fumbled in his pocket 
and turned unusually pale; but rapidly 
recovering his blooming appearance ho 
pioduced tho enginoer 3 report which he 
proceeded to read. 

"Over four thousand tons of cement 
\vanted — one hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars worth and so near the election, 
too," gasped tho finance minister. "Oh ! 
send tor a stretchor and take me lioiiie," 
ho added and then fainted away. 

The provincial secretary looked wild and 
muttered, "this is too-too-utterly-uttor," 
and loft tho room with tears in his eyes 
exclaiming as he vainly tried to hide hia 
emotion in tho language of Wilkins JNIi- 
cawber "take mo down aturniiig for upon 
my soul I cannot stand this." 

Thna tho meeting broke up and the 
speech remains to bo written. 

It ia almost needless to add that the 
engineer's report haa not yet boon hajid- 
ed to us for publication; but \vo assure 
our readers that wo shall take tho earliest 
opportunity of procuring it and placing it 
before thom. As tho legislature has been 
called for dispatch of business the govern- 
ment eXpDstire cannot bo much longer de- 
layed. We hear that tho premier sug- 
gested to his colleagues that it would be 
prudent for him to sot off to Ottawa next 
steamer ostensibly to back up UeCoamos 
and defend tho adniiiiistration of .Justice 
Bill, but really to try and got tlio vacant 
judgeship. It id but fair to hia colleagues 
to mention that neither of thom are fav- 
orably impressed with this disinterested 
suggestion patriotically made, altliough in 
tho interest of tho country it is highly de- 
sirable that the j)rovince should get rid of 
a premier who has mixed and mutldled 
every question ho Jiaa taken hold of and 
done nothing but create confusion. Damo 
Humor has it that tho finance minister, in 
tho generosity of hia heart, expressed tho 
(^pinion that "tho right place for the pro- 
miur was before tho Bench ratlior than 
on tho Bench." As we are extremely 
careful not to publish ansfthing nnleas we 
know it to bo trUo, we give this as more 
rumor. Of ono thing we are certain that 
the facts connected with tlio dry dock are 
so damning and tho conduct of the chief 
commissionor so diacredit.ablo that when 
ho ia "had up" before tho house hut ono 
verdict is possible. When it is all over 
the unanimous opinion of tho people will 
be that the burial service was never read 
over a greater political failure than tho 
present chief commisaioner of lands and 
works.

— Tho machinery 
and boilers for tho lightdraught boat of 
the Peoplo's Line now building at Spratt'a 
foundry will be coinplotcd at tho latter 
end of next week. The boat will be 
launched at about the same time if tho 
weather is favorable. Part of the ma- 
chinery will be put in before launching. 
Tho boat will not dr-aw over tsight inches 
of water. 



Notwithstanding tho efforts of tho pub- 
lic and the sanitary committee parties 
persist in depositing rubbish of all sorts 
on the lots in the vicinity of the Albion 
Foundry. An almost inexhaustible stock 
of noxious gases is accumulating on those 
vacant lots to bo given oU" as soon ns the 
decomposition sets in under the intiuenco 
of the sun's rays aa spring and immmor 
advance. Should dwelhngs be erected 
over this debrU tho matter will be still 
worse aa the noxious vapors will then as- 
cend into them to tho injury of the health 
and comfort of till tho occupants. Not 
long ago two men wero fined for an in- 
fraction of ft by law of tho City Council in 
this respect, and should ether parties be 
caught in tho same oflbnce thoy may de- 
pend upon tho full penalty of the law. A 
good deal of this rubbish is supposed to 
bo inotVoiiaivo, but an examination of it 
will prove tho contrai-j". Besides being 
deleterious to health these lots present a 
most disreputable appearance almost in 
tho heart of the city and in full view from 
one of the main thoroughfares. I'he pro- 
perty owners would do well to put somo 
sort of a temporary fence along Chatham 
street from Store to Govornmontand along 
Government to tho now flouring mill of 
Messrs Lukor and Co. This would ef- 
fectually put a stop to the unlawful and 
reprehensible.prttctice. .t 

Esclting? Sport— Tho 'Wild Boar of 
SUlaldo. 

Somo llireo years ago a young Berk 
sliiro boar got away from Mr. Carter's 
farm and ran wild in the brush and thick- 
et. During the past year ho has become 
very daring in his depredatifnis, killing 
sheep and dogs whoiievor he could dis- 
cover an opportunity, chasing children, 
otc. Last week Mr. Carter determined 
to rid tho'eartli of the ravanous monster. 
Thu first day a number of people joined 
in tho chase with arms and dogs. The 
boar was seen and tracked to a thicket. 
Tho dogs were sent in, but he disabled 
two of them and after n^ceiviiig t wo shots 
ell'octod his escape. The secoiul day he 
was started at 10 o'clock in tho imn'ning. 
For a time ho beat the dogs oH'and balUed 
all hands. Then Mr. Carter and .lames 
Tolmio with fresh dogs got on his track 
and discovered him at Cloverdale. In a 
short time the doga brought the bruto to 
bay and Cartorsentaball entirely through 
hia body. Tlie boar made a deaperato 
chargOj disabling one dog and then fell 
dead. Meaaiired, ho was found to be 
close on four foot in length and v.-eiglied 
370 pounds. Tho upiier tusks were UA 
inclioa long; the lower, 2i inches long 
and sharp as a lance. 

THE DOOZ: EiraZlTEE&'S REPORT, 

A Protty Kottlo of Pish, 

Upon excellent authority we mako tho 
statement that tlio dock ongineer lias re- 
ported to tho government that upwards 
of 4000 tons of cement, 'worth, at the rate 
of 834 per ton, §140,000 aro required to 
complete the dock. An independent au- 
thority in such matters is reported to 
have stated that tho quantity of cement 
nooeasary for the work ia 5500 tons or 
§187,000 worth. Every day tho absurdity 
of tlxe baiTDjain made by the ^hief coniia- 
sioner with Dominion government is be- 
coming more .apparent.

She 
brings 275 tons freight for this port and 
29 bags mail. Tiie steamer will bo at her 
wharf this morning abi.at daylight and 
will leave in tho afternoon for the Sound.
